sleeve lo 1812, Bev. Gideon Judd la 1820, 
Rev. Ebeoezer Seymour In 1834, Bev. 
George Duffleid In 1847, Bev. Jamer M. 
Sherwood In 1852, Bev. Ellis J. Newlln 
lo 1859, Eev. Obarlee E. Knox In 1864, 
Bev. Henry W. Ballaotlne In 1867, Bev. 
James Beveridge Lee lo 1894, Bev. 
George Louis Curtis lo 1900. 

Tbe list of elders since the orgaolza- 
tloo of the oburch Is so totereetlog oo# 
Tbe first elders were elected lo 1798, sod 
were Ismo Dodd, Ephraim Morris, Jo¬ 
seph Oraoe aod Simeon Baldwin. A list 
of thirty-five members of the ohurob 
who entered the ministry Is given; then 
follows an official directory of tbs ohuroh 
organization m at present constituted, 
together with a name and reeldeooe di- 
reetery of toe membership. Mr. Dodd’s 
hletoriosl sketch of tbe orgaalsation 
begins with the holding of meetings in 
Ward season lo 1794, and is oarriod down 
to November J9, 1812, when tbe tellglou# 
society of 1794 beoame e fully of gaaizsd 
Presbyterian Ohurob. 

During tbe first five sod a half years 
of i(a history tbe church was under the 
oare of tbe New York Presbytery. Dur¬ 
ing the next ten years the ecclesiastical 
relatione were wltn the “Associate Pres¬ 
bytery of Morris." Of that organization 
Mr. Dodd writes 

"It was formed at Hanover, N. J., 
May 3, 1780, by four minister# who se¬ 
ceded from tbe Presbytery of New York, 
and published a pamphlet setting forth 
their vie ws, asserting the Independence ot 
the local ohurob. rejecting ail eoolesi- 
Mtlo authority of the presbyteries sad 
synods, except m advisory councils. 
They claimed for every particular church 
and final authority in 

a, from whose ad 
nlttoae aad e scorn mun lost loot there 
la as date any appeal. 

“Oweef the moot eotlve aad 
members of the Associate Presbytery Sa 
1728 was the Bev. Abel Jacxsoa. He 
cams to Bloomfield lo December of that

year, preached to tbe Initiate church, 
and beoame Its paiitor. 

"During tbe pastorate of Mr. Jack- 
eon, which continued till November 8, 
1810, tbe conduct of oburch matters, 
government and discipline conformed to 
Congregational methods. Its ecclesi¬ 
astical relations were with the Associate 
Presbyteries' of an advisory nature only, 
and not governmental. 

“At the ohuroh meeting November 8, 
1810, the pastoral relation of Mr. Jack, 
sou having been terminated, John Dodd, 
Israel Grans sod Nathaniel Grans were 
appointed a committee to welt on the 
Presbytery of Jersey, then recently meet- 
under the constitution of the Presbyte¬ 
rian Ohuroh adopted la 1788, and present 
the prayer of the ohurob of Bloomfield 
to that body for tnppttoa. 

“Among the supplies furnished by tbe 
Pre s bytery, while tbe church wm with¬ 
out a pastor, wm the Bev. Oyrue OUder- 
• leers, who wm Ailed to Ua past orate 
February 6, 1812, sad Installed on the 
last dey of the next month. On tbs 8th 
day of tbs ft UowlDg November, due 
notice having bean given, tha ohorch 
proceeded to tbe eieotion of ruliog eid¬ 
ers, wbeo Joseph Orsne, Joseph Davis, 
lobabod Baldwin, Israel Orane, David 
Taylor, Nathaniel Orsne, Moses Dodd. 
John Dodd, Hiram Dodd and Joseph 
Ward were chosen, and on the 15tb day 
of November, 1812, being tbe Lord’s 
Day, were ordained to their office. 

“'Jo the 19th day of tbe same month 
the first meeting of tbe eesaion was held, 
and tbe religious society of 1794 became 
a fully organised Presbyterian Oburch.’*

The Re¬ 
publican tickets will bsvs mors osmss 
this year than tbe loog ticket of laet 
year. 

It te anticipated that Tueedey’a vote 
will beat all primary teoord#, aod It la 
likely that the election result# to several 
cassa will bs decided then and there. 
A year ago the Ooibv movement took the 
Bepabllcan machine by surprise. This 
year tbe “machine” has not boasted, but 
baa kept at work, and ail that oaa be 
dons to eleot machine delegatee to town, 
county and Congressional conventions 
will receive the fullest attention. It Is 
said that “money la barrels” la avail¬ 
able. 

One of tbe warmest fights will be be¬ 
tween R. Wayne Parker end John 8. 
Gibson for.the nomination for Ooogrscs. 
Mr. Gibson Is presetted by the "new 
idea’’ men, but many hundreds wbo 
fever the Ooiby movement ere atroogty 
la favor of Mr. Psrkar'e nomination, on 
tha ground of bis cervices, superior 
ability, Influence In OengrcM, and high 
personal character. 

M*oy Republicans wbo have no par¬ 
ticular affiliations with either the “new 
Idea” or “regular” faction in tbe party 
do not hesitate to deolare that It would 
bs a mistake to defeat Mr. Parker's 
Domination. 

The Assembly candidates are tbe same 
as last year and are good men, but by an 
arrogant exercise of bosslsm oo tbe part 
of some of the new idea party leaders, 
aod glaringly Inconsistent with tbe plat¬ 
form declarations of tbe new Idea fac¬ 
tion, the Assembly candidates were un¬ 
wisely committed to a Hudson county 
man for United States Senator without 
flrst giving das conftlderstlon to the 
several available candidates in thalr own 
oouaty ef Seeex for the honorable posi¬ 
tion. If the regular Republicans win at 
the polls, their Ooanty Convention dele¬ 
gatee will give tret yooe i de cari o n to no 
Beats county candidate for the position 
ef Lotted States Senator, aad their can¬ 
didate will be a man decidedly commit¬ 
ted to the Bepubliean policy of protec¬

" This year's tax rate will be about 
30 point# higher on real estate a# against 
that of last year, while on personal 
property It will bs shout 45 per cent, 
lower. Laet year all Masses of property 
paid $2.92 per $100 of valuation. This 
year’ll rate fixed by the County Beard of 
Assessors on real estate la about $1.60; 
$1.16 le for town purpose # , sod 44 cents 
for the eouaty, but with the valuation 
baring been doubled to represent the 
true value of property, the total rate 
will be about 13.22 m against $2.92. The 
Inc rea s e in reel estate ie oltoet come what 
by a deers see In the tax on pa v aoNa l 
property, which will be only about $1.60 
on the $100; ee that While the average 
taxpayer will pay a few dollars mors on 
hta real estate, he will pay less oo bis 
personal property. 

“Just why personal property, aooord- 
Ing to tbe aew lew, should not bear tbe 
same burden of taxation m real estate 
le a question which tbe lawmakers seem 
to be disinclined to answer. It Is obvi¬ 
ously unfair and Inequitable, and the 
law should be repealed or amended at 
the earliest opportunity. 

“ The total valuations fixed for Mont¬ 
clair by the County Beard of Atneooors 
le $24,737,900. 

“lbe Increase In the tax budget for 
town purposes Is $46,222.52 over the 
erased raised last year. Distributed 
over the several appropriations, in de¬ 
tail, it Is a# follows: Schools, $13,720.10; 
road repairs, $7,000; public library \fixed 
by law), $2,166.36; stmt lighting, $500; 
p« lies, $1,000 ; hard reeds (voted by tbe 
t»x payer#), $10,000; garbage collection 
(it-mended by tbe taxpayers), $T,000.

Mayor Wm. Oardwell of Eut Orange, 
who la a regular Republican candidate 
for reoomlnatlon for Mayor of Eaat 
Oraoge, le well known here In Bloom- 
field, where he formerly reelded, and 
ble many friends here will wl#n him 
success In ble political campaign.

leaders. He wm then named a candi¬ 
date for election to the governing body 
and won eMily. Tbla wm lo 1896. 
About this time the work on the outlet 
sewer wm being considered by tha 
local government aod Mr. Oardwell 
became chairman of the sewer commit¬ 
tee, oonnted as most Important. The 
final completion of tble work was 
accomplished while he waa In charge. 
He also became chairman of other 
Important committees. 

During 1900 Mr. Oardwell wm elected 
chairman of tha Olty Oounctl and carved 
continuously la this capacity for five 
years, a record never before accom¬ 
plished by any member. Daring this 
time Important changes and Improve¬ 
ments took pieoe.
